EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Joseph Wasson, United States 
Consul at San Blas, Mexico, died at 
that place April 18. He left San 
Francisco about two months ago 
to assume the duties of the Consu- 
late and to regain his health, which 
had been failing for some years. 
Deceased was a man well kuown 
in Nevada, and indeed in all the 
frontier country of the Pacific coast. 
He was particularly well known 
in Mono county, which he repre- 
sented in the Legislature two years 
ago. He was mining editor of the 
Bodie Free Press fora long time, 
and probably knew as much about 
the mines of that district as any 
other person. Joe was a genial 
gentleman, an excellent companion, 
and a royal friend, and the Record- 
ing Angel has few black marks 
against him. 


A Salt Lake polygamist named 
Connolly resisted arrest by the 
United States Marshal. There is 
nothing strange in this fact, but 
there is something extraordinary in 
the man’s name. Connolly is an 
Irish name, and there never was 
but one Irish Mormon. He was a 
lawyer, obtained the confidence of 
the saints, made a clean up of a lot 
of money aud jumped the Territory.

50 flurry to-day, being a complete sur- 


pri-e to all but the few who knew 
what Brewster’s opinion on the sub- 
ject was. Itis along time since the 
subsidy roads hadanything go as they 
wanted it, while land grant roads 
have been recipients of one bonanza 
after another until a decision is al- 
ways expected in their favor. It 
is stated to-day by a person who 
should be very well informed 
on the subject that the suit talked 
about by Teller will not be pushed 
against the Union Pacific. The Secre- 
tary will try to settle the account by 
an appearance of belligerency, but 
will not press itto a hearing before 
the Supreme Court. The reason is said 
to be because it has been ascertained 
that the Court, as now constitaed, is 
against the Thurman law, and if the 
question should be raised again it 
would stand five to four in 
favor of the railroads. The lastt 
time the question was raised 
it stood four to three on the side of the 
Government, but late appointments 
have changed the complexion. The 
result isthat the Goverument would 
be advised to return to subsidy roads 
all that had been paid under the 
Thurman law and give them the use 
of the money till 1896 and 1897, when 
it is due under the subsidy act. 


A Story About a Priest Which May 

Have Two Sides to It. 
New Lokk, May 3. 
Rev. Florence McCarthy, pastor of 
St. Cecelia’s Roman Catholic Church, 
Brooklyn, has begun action against 
Daniel Cronen to recover $20,000 for 
defamation of character. Mrs. Cronen 
made the following additional state- 
ment yesterday: One day in Febru- 
ary my daughter called on Father Me- 
Carthy to get some tickets she was to 
sell for a church entertainment. 
She was invited into his bed 
room, and he told her to bring her 
chair close to the bed and sit beside 
him. She seon got up and left the 
room. He followed her down stairs, 
and in the sitting room threw her on 
a sofa. It appeared, according to the 
story, that the young girl got away 
from the priest without injury 
McCarty has denied the story told by 
Mrs. Cronen. The affair has created 
great excitement in the church, and 
there are liable to be some interesting 
developments. 


A Weman on a Foot Excursion 
Across the Continent. 
PAWPAW, Mich., May 3. 
At I o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Mary Janes took her start for a 
trip to California on foot. From the 
balcony of the Beckman House she 
made a speech to a large crowd that 
had assembled to see her off. She said 
she was able to walk there and she 
intended to go through. She will stop 
at some of Lhe towns on the way and 
lecture in the evening. Her dress is 
very plain and the skirts short.

Saloon-Keepers on the Defense. 
Des Moines, Iowa, May 3. 
The saloons are still closed, with no 
present prospect of opening. The 
keepers have asked the Council to 
grant the privilege to sell whisky, in 
which case they would take licenses. 
This would be a violation of the State 
law, and was not considered by the 
Council. The saloons have entered 
into a compact not to take out licenses, 
hoping to frighten the Council by the 
loss of revenue; but the Mayor and 
Council are firm. The probabilities 
are that a limited number of saloons 
will pay the $1,000 license and open 
up.

Is ALUM POISONOUS? 


3 Chance for a Choice Between the 
Various Baking Powders. 

| Dr. Hall’s Journal of Health, in 
a recent issue, says: 

| “This question has caused a good 
deal of discussion. Alum is used 
by many bakers to whiten their 
bread, enabling them to use an in- 
ferior flour. It is more extensively 
employed as a cheap substitute for 
cream of tartar in the manufacture 
of baking powders.

They 
are certainly obscure, aud at pres- 
ent we can only surmise what they 
may be. We suspect that the 
cause exists in the individual pois- 
oned; some peculiarity of the con- 
stitution producing a morbid 
change in the secretions of the 
stomach, with which the alum com- 
bines and forms an active poison; 
or the secretions may be healthy, 
but in unusual proportions, and 
that these less or greater propor- 
tions, in combination with the 
alum, constitute a poison. 

For example, two parts of mer- 
cury and two parts of chlorine form 
calomel, which is not poisonous; but 
change the proportions to one part 
of mercury iad two parts of chlor- 
ine and we get corrosive sublimate, 
which is & deadly poison. 

Then, again, we know nothing of 
the causes of constitutional pecu- 
liarities. Why is it that one per- 
son can eat all kinds of green fruits 
and vegetable with impunity, while 
the same course might cost another 
individual his life? One person can 
handle poison ivy and sumac with- 
out being in the . aflected; an- 
other is poisoned if he approaches to 
within 10 feet of them. Out of a 
family residing in a malarial dis- 
trict some of the members will suf- 
fer half the year with fever and 
ague, while the others will enjoy 
excellent health during the entire 
year. Foods that are wholesome to 
me persons are actually poisonous 
»@thers. This is especially true of 
some kinds of fish. 
safety in taking alum into the 
stomach, as it is shown to be al- 
ways injurious and often dangerous. 
Baking powders properly com- 
pounded, and containing purecream 
of tartar insteat of alum, are more 
convenient than yeast; and bread 
and pastry made with them are 
just as wholesome and far more 
palatable.
